afik.STUDY. OF GEOGRAPHY is no longer concerned only with the 
physica) features of a country, its imports and exports, and other facts 
which were formerly associated with that subject, It has now_broadened 
out to betomé’a study of the various factors which govern the environ- 
ment of @ country and as such it has provided a new approach to many 
problems. A great many interesting facts about Canada have been 
brought out in connection with the effects of climate and of the features 
of the land upon the people and the economic future of the country. Dr. 
Griffith Taylor, professor of geography at the University of Toronté is of 
the opinion that nature largel¥ decides the ecorlomic program-of any coun- 
try before it is inhabited and that. in developing new. land, many_ should 


follow the course indicated by the natural features of the area.

In this connection there have been some interesting 
Shows Areas tacts given regarding agriculture in Canada. In 

H agriculture, Dr. Taylor has pointed out, the great 
For Farming governing factor is the July temperature. Places in 
which the average temperature in July is not less than 57 degrees are suit- 
able for farming. In Canada, the boundary marking the line for the area 
in which that is the lowest average temperature in July, runs through the 
northern point of Newfoundland, north of the Maritime Provinces, through 
Worthern Quebec and Ontario, around the lower edge of James Bay, across 
Northern Manitoba and Saskatchewan and up the Mackenzie River valley 
to the Arctic Circle.. This does not mean that all the land within that 
area is suitable for agriculture. Much of it is covered with timber or is 
taken up with the rich metallic shield which covers a large part of North- 
ern Quebec, Ontario, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

s s ad s s 

There are, however, the rich lands in the Peace River 
Still Much area in Alberta: and British Columbia, and the possi- 
bilities for agriculture along the Mackenzie River 
Arable Land valley. There is also still a large area Suitable for 
farming in the Liard River area in Northern British Columbia and around 
Prince George in the central part of that province. In pointing out the 
possibilities for farming in Northern districts, experts in geography cite 
the example of similarly situated-areas in Russia, where: with the use of 
special seed, successful crops are grown in some regions where there are 
less than ninety frostless days in the year. It appears that there is still 
a considerable amount of land which can be brought under cultivation in 
Canada when there is need for it, and the study of geography is of inter- 
est and importance in the contemplation of this, and other future devel- 
opments here.

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Stetiler Oilfield ' 
As Major Producing Area 


EDMONTON, -— The Stettler oilfield, 105 miles" southeast. of 
Edmonton, is tepérted by oil officials*to be shaping up as a major 
oil-producing. Grea, with six producing wells completed and more 
drilling under way. Located a year ago by a Canadian Gulf Oil 
company wildcat well; the field-has been developed mainly “by 


that company. 

Production is from. the, devottan 
limetsone, as in the Leduc, Redwater 
and Golden Spike fields. The oil is 
found in two. strata about-5,200 feet 
down, dubbed D2 and D3 in the other 
fields. It is heavier than that found 
around Edmonton. 

The discovery. well, .N. J. Ellis No. 
4, produced oil ‘at ‘a rate of.1,400 bar- 
rels a day from the D2 zone, and 
1,800 from the D3. Production is 
being taken only from the D2 zone. 

At follow-up wells clustered within 
a quarter-mile radius, oil flow from 
the D3 zone has beeh as high as 
2,000 barrels and from D2 1,800.. An 

experiment now is being made with 
the company’s fifth well to take pro- 
duction from both zones. 


Three miles north of the Gulf. proj- 
ects, British Empire Oil: Development 
limited, an independent Calgary com- 
pany, got 800 barrels a day from the 
D2 zone and now is drilling a second 
well. 

Growing interest in the field was 
reflected in. the last sale of crown 
oil leases by the Alberta government. 
J. A. N. Belshaw of Toronto paid 
$207,789 for oil rights on a quarter 
section on the northwestern side of 
the field. 

Gulf officials estimate the field has 
reserves of 100,000,000 barrels. Un- 
official estimates have been as high 
as 150,000,000 barrels. 

Turner Valley, 25 miles southwest 


of Calgary, has. produted’ 100,000,000 ~ 


barrels and is estimated to have 25,- 
000,000 left; The Leduc-Woodbend 
field, 20 miles southwest of Edmon- 
ton, is believed to have 250,000,000; 
Redwater, 45 miles northeast of Ed- 
.|monton,.. 600,000,000; and Golden 
Spike, 12 miles west of Edimonton,

United States Immigration department and on figures. taken from the 
British Board of Trade Journal, it was shown that approximately, 158,000 
people have left Canada since 1945, and that the greater part of them 
have gone to the United States. Some were immigrants from other ¢oun-_ 
tries who had come first to Canada and later decided to move to the States. 
Others were Americans returning to their own country after having lived 


here, and there were a small number of deportees each year.

Is Cause Of each year, but the numbers coming in are consid- 

a erably less than the number of Canadians who 
Some Concern move to the United States. As an example, in the 
year 1947 there were 29,059 people who moved from Canada to the United 
States, while: only 10,801 Americans took up residence in Canada. The 
balance between the numbers leaving Canada and those coming in has 
been the cause’ of sOme concern here. Since the war, 379,199 immigrants 
have come to Canada from other countries, but ‘taking into account the 
158,000 who have left in the same period, the ratio of those leaving the 
gountry was five to every twelve who entered, or nearly one departure for 
every two arrivals. The period since the war has been one of re-adjust- 
ments, and events taking place in that time might not be indicative of a 
permanent trend. However, it is well for the Canadian people to be aware 
of the situation, in view of the importance of immigration to the future 
development of this country.

An agricul- 

tural province is getting manufacturing industries, Industrial-ex- 

pansion ‘has been faster in thé las@10 years than at any time in 


the province's history. The department of industry and commerce, 
in a review of its work,last year, lists some rather amazing fig-

For instancé, the value of manu- 
factured goods produced in 1949 was 
about $483,000,000, almost one-tenth 
more than the year before and more 
than double the figure for 1941. 

The number employed in’manufac- 
turing was about 42,500, slightly up 
fram 1948 but. more than one-third 
above ‘the number in 1941. 

Payrolls last year totalled $87,000,- 
000 about one-tenth higher than in 
1948 and more than double the figure 
for 1941. ue 

The province now has about 1,600 
manufacturing plants. During 1949 
almost 50 new industries were set 
up. One-third of them went outside 
Winnipeg,-in small towns which used 
to rely almost wholly .on agriculture. 

The department says ‘more than

vested last year in new and expand- 
ed manufacturing facilities in Mani- 
toba — more than two-fifths of all 
such money spent in the three prairie 
provinces.
